difference between the Illinois and 
Utah Mormons An accountof the 
Illinois Mormons says: 

It is worth mentioning that the 
“Golden Book” is considered as 
merely supplementary to the Bible: 


Testaments, the Mormons believe 
as s'rictly as any other body of 
Christians. ‘That they consider 
themselves Christians (contary to 
the opinion of many who suppose 
them to be a mere variety of Ma- 
hommedans) is apparent from the 
very name of the order, “The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints.” Indeed, they usually 
epeak of themselves not as Mormons 
but as “Latter Day Saints.” 

Joseph Smith is not a rich man; 
and, indeed, by way of testimony 
against the wealth and worldliness 
ot Brigham Young, bears himaclf 
with an ostentatious poverty of ap- 
p rel and equipage. He dresses 
almost shabbily, and is a man of 
| no ptetensio née to schelarship or re- 
finement. His manners are simple 
hearty, and wnaflected, and his

ounded. ‘The community here at 
Plano is well spoken of by the 
“Gentiles” as moral, orderly, and 
industrious, and in their quiet de- 
meayor and friendliness very much 
resemble a society of Quakers. 

It is mentioned as a remarkable’ 
fact, that whle the Mormons of 
Utah are to a large extent importa- 
tions from Europe, those of Illinois 
are almost exclusively native 
Americans, and of higher intelli- 
gence than the saints of Salt Lake-- 
Springfield Republican.
